State Health Department Says Fishing 
Up To Board Of Public Works 


Wiho says we can’t fish in Hag- 
setts, and why should they say it? 
At present the matter of fishing up 
there is still up in the air, with 
the Board of Public Works wait- 
ing for a reply from the State De- 


partment of Public Health to a 
letter which the local board sent 
a week ago asking in substance 
just which side the state depart- 


ment is on. After having received 
a number of letters stating that 
the health department prohibited 
lishing at the Town of Andover 
water supply, the Board was a lit- 
tle perplexed to read a letter sent 
by Health Gommissioner Dr. Paul 
Jakmauh to William Thompson of 
12 Walnut avenue stating that the 
“Board of Public Works of Andover 
does have these discretionary 
powers” to grant permits. 


Mr. Thompson hhas now asked 
for a permit, and the town board 
has referred the matter to the state 
department, 

“Why should they prohibit fish- 
ing at the pond?” Mr. Thompson 
claims that they shouldn't, saying 
that it has never been shown or 
proven that boating or fishing has 
been responsible for contamina- 
tion of any water supply.

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Movement May Result In Poll 
Of Telephone Users On Toll Charge 


A movement that may result in 
the holding of another poll of tele- 
phone subscribers to see if they 
wish to pay a slightly higher basic 
rate in order to abolish the five- 
cent toll charge to Lawrence, Me- 
thuen and North Andover is now 
under way, the aftermath of a meet- 
ing held in Shawsheen Village 
Monday night. Called as a result of 
the Public Utilities commission’s 
altering of the foreign exchange 
rate, the meeting decided finally to 
replace the foreign exchange fight 
with one which would solve both 
problems by the entire elimination 
of the present arrangement. 

The hearings held this spring by 
the commission were called on the 
foreign exchange problem, but most 
of the discussion from Andoverites 
dealt with the toll charge, and was 
ruled out by the commission, 

It is understood that were An- 
dover to merge with the Lawrence 
exchange, the local basic rate for a 
residential phone would be fifty 
cents higher than it now is, so that 
anyone making more than ten calls 
to Lawrence per month would rea- 
lize a saving. However, there is a 
question as to what would happen 
to the ’phone users in the surround- 
ing towns, for if the addition of the 
2000 or so Andover ’phones to the 
Lawrence district total pushes the 
entire area into a higher rate 
bracket, there would be serious op- 
position from Lawrence, North An- 
dover and Methuen to any such 
change. The committee plans to in- 
vestigate this. 

In the discussion Monday night 
it was stated that ten years ago five 
towns had arrangements whereby 
they had to pay toll charges to the 


May Change Party 
Before August 17 


Any voter who has ever declared 
himself officially for any party may 
change his designation or become 
independent again within 30 days 
before the primaries, or by August 
17. All that is necessary is the fil- 
ing of a card at the town house, 

Voting at any primary automati- 
cally enrolls a yoter in the party 
whose ballot he marks, and there- 


after he must continue fin the 
party for primary purposes until 
he changes his designation. If a 


person wishes to become indepen- 
dent, he may do so and then on 
primary day take any ballot. 


adjoining large city, but that today 


Andover stands alone in this re- 
spect in the state. 
There was considerable resent- 


ment expressed at the meeting re- 
garding the recent public utilities 
ruling which dropped the mileage 
charge on foreign exchange from 
$1.20 per quarter mile to $1.00, but 
which at the same time also re- 
sulted in a sizeable increase for a 
numiber of Andover: customers. If 
a person in Andover wants to have 
unlimited Lawrence service under 
this plan, it is necessary to run a 
line from the Lawrence exchange 
to the Andover exchange and 
thence to the subscriber.

Dedication Ceremony

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In the first place, I do not un- 
derestimate the responsibility at- 
tached to your office in regard to 
Public Health but it is not any 
more so now than it was for your 
predecessors. 

As a matter of policy, they 
recommend (as you do) that boat- 
ing and fishing be prohibited on 
public water supplies. If, however, 
the communities interested did not 
concur, I should say that the re- 
sponsibility was automatically re- 
moved from your shoulders and 
placed upon theirs. 

You evidently are not a fisher- 
man or you would understand how 
remote the possibility is that any 
bad effects could arise therefrom. 
Be that as it may, the important 
question is—does our local Board 
of Public Works have the discre- 
tionary powers as heretofore—or 
do you intend to depart from all 
precedent and seek to prevent 
their exercising same? 

I hope you will answer the 
above so that he who runs may 
read: “I do not wish to enter into 
any controversial discussion on 
this matter’ as I’ve no doubt 
you have troubles enough without 
my adding to them but incidental- 
ly my legal friends (well versed 
in municipal affairs) assure me 
that it has never been shown or 
proven that boating or fishing has 
been responsible for contamination 
of any water supply.

Dr Jakmauh answered Mr. 
Thompson as follows: 
Dear Sir: 

If you refer to such discretion- 
ary powers as those relating to 
granting of permits for boating 
and fishing in your inquiry of July 
8, 1940, it is the opinion of this 
Department that the Board of Pub- 
lic Works of Andover does have 
these discretionary powers. The 
Poard of Public Works of Andover 
has such powers under the rules 
and regulations adopted by this 
Department under date of August 
G6, 1908, for the purpose of prevent- 
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ing the pollution and securing the 
sanitary protection of the water 


supply of that town. 


Relative to the intention of this 


| Department to depart “from all 


precedent,” the Department will 
upon complaint of any person in- 
terested investigate the granting 
or withholding of any such per 
mits and make such orders rela- 
tive thereto as may be necessary 
for the protection of the public 
health.
